INFORMATION FOR STUDENTS DESIRING TO ENTER IN 
THE SECOND SEMESTER 


University College accepts new students at the beginning of the second 
semester. For those who are part-time students registering for afternoon and 
evening courses, the following pages contain the announcement of numerous 
courses beginning at this time, and of others which may be entered by properly 
qualified students. 

If a student wishes to receive credit for his work toward either a certificate 
or a degree, he should send to the Dean of University College full credentials 
of his previous training and should consult with the Dean or his assistant 
regarding any matters of qualification or procedure concerning which he is in 
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doubt. The office of University College is open daily from 9 a. m. ¥ pon. ILLINOIS 
and during the registration weeks from 7 to 9:30 p. m. 

Students entering University College for full-time programs must submit 
their records from the institutions previously attended and must register during 
the day hours of February 4 and 5. 

In the following pages only the most essential information has been included 
since this is a supplementary bulletin. Full information about regulations, 
degrees, certificates, and many other matters concerning University College 
may be had by requesting (either by mail or by telephone) a copy of the 
bulletin of June 20, 1934. 


ADMISSION REQUIREMENTS 


I. For students not working for credit: 


1. For mature students whose chief interests lie outside the University and 
who wish to pursue courses for personal profit rather than for credit, the sole 
conditions for admission are that they be twenty years of age and can satisfy 
the departments in which they wish to study that they are capable of carrying 
on the work with profit to themselves’ and without hindrance to the class. 

2. Students between eighteen and twenty years of age who are not high 
school graduates may, with the consent of the Dean, be admitted to: 

a. Preparatory courses. 

b. Certain courses with the designation Credit XIIB. (See page 8.) 


II. For candidates for certificates: 


The requirements for admission to the various curricula leading toward 
certificates are stated fully in the bulletin of June 20, 1934. Transcripts of 
high school credits should be sent to the Dean of University College. 


III. For all candidates for degrees, whether full-time day students or part- 
time day students or part-time evening students: 


A) Admission by Certificate 

Graduates of fully accredited, first-class, four-year high schools presenting 
at least 15 units, including 10 units in English, Foreign Language, Mathe- 
matics, History, Natural Science, are admitted without examination on recom- 
mendation of the secondary school principal, if graduated in the upper two- 
thirds of their class. 


B) Admission by Examination 

Applicants from the lowest third of the class in secondary schools are 
required to take three of the four following examinations: comprehension tests 
in English, Foreign Language, Mathematics, and an intelligence test. The 
results of these examinations, together with the high school record and recom- 
‘mendations of the applicants, will determine their admission. 

Applicants who are not graduates of approved secondary schools are required 
to pass entrance examinations in 15 standard mek school units, including 
those required above. 


C) Admission to Advanced Standing 

Students admitted from institutions of equal standing with Washington Uni- 
versity are given full credit for all work satisfactorily done in such institutions 
and equivalent to work accepted for graduation in this University. From Jun- 
ior Colleges accredited to a reputable state agency, students are admitted to 
advanced standing on the same basis as above, provided the applicant’s tran- 
script shows that a fair average has been maintained in the courses followed. 
No student will be admitted until he presents a transcript of record and an 
honorable dismissal from the institution last attended. No student will be 
accepted who comes under the Deficiency Rule of this College, and only under 
exceptional circumstances will a student be accepted who is ineligible for 
registration in the institution from which he comes. The work done. by the 
candidate is carefully considered and rated at its fair value. In all cases, 
whatever advanced standing is given is contingent upon the character of the 
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work done in this University, and is subject to revision and reduction if the 
work of the student indicates the necessity for such action. Students coming 
from other institutions must meet the requirements for admission listed above. 
No student admitted from another institution will be recommended for a degree 
in University College until a full year’s work has been completed in Washing- 
ton University, and this work save under very exceptional circumstances must 
be that which regularly belongs to the Senior Year. 

Transcripts of all applicants for advanced standing should be sent to the 
Dean of University College, Room 126, Brookings Hall. 


REGISTRATION 


All students must register in person. They will obtain their registration 
blank as well as full directions for registering in the office of University Col- 
lege, Room 126, Brookings Hall. Students should register as early as possible, 
especially if they require consultation with the Dean or with the head of a 
department in order to determine either their eligibility or the proper sequence 
of their courses. 

For all part-time evening students the dates for registration for the second 
semester are from Monday, January 21, to Saturday, February 2, 1935, inclu- 
sive. Part-time students wishing to register earlier than January 21 may do 
so between the hours of 9 a. m. and 5 p. m. daily, Saturdays 9 a. m. and 
42730. p..m, 

For full-time day students the dates for registration for the second semester 
are Monday and Tuesday, February 4 and 5, 1985. 

The office of University College is open daily from 9 a. m. to 5 p. m., Satur- 
days 9 a. m. to 12:30 p. m. Except on Saturdays, the office is open in the 
evening from 7:15 to 8:15 throughout the school year. During the registration 
period the office is open in the evening from 7 to 9:30. 


LATE REGISTRATION FEE 
(See below) 


FEES 


No registration is regarded as complete until the student has paid his tuition 
and other fees. These fees include: 

a. The University fee of $3.00 per semester. 

b. Tuition fees, which will be found in the description of each course. 

c. Laboratory deposits and fees. 

Students are required to pay at the time of registration the University fee 
of $3.00, all laboratory deposits and fees, and not less than $5.00 of the course 
fees. This latter payment will be considered a partial payment on the course 
fees, provided the remainder is paid on or before February 15, 1935. 

Additional fees for candidates for degrees are: 

1: A matriculation fee of $10.00, payable in advance. 

2. A diploma fee of $3.00, payable one month before graduation. 

3. A moderate charge for proficiency tests or comprehensive examinations, 

where these are required. 

The University reserves the right to change the fees herein stated, or to 
establish additional fees, at any time, without notice. Whenever such changes 
are made they become effective with the next instalment for payment due from 
the student. 

LATE REGISTRATION FEE 


Part-teme students in the first semester who desire to continue their courses — 
in the second semester must renew their registration on or before Saturday, 
February 2, 1935, or pay a late registration fee of $2.00.

CANCELLATION OF REGISTRATION 


The registration of any student in University College will be cancelled if the 
student fails to meet his financial obligations promptly, or if in the opinion of 
the University authorities his further presence is not conducive to the best 
interests of the University. In the latter type of cancellation a pro rata refund 
of tuition will be made. 


WITHDRAWAL AND REFUND 


No student withdrawing from a course before making the final payment on 
his tuition will be released from the obligation of such payment except upon 
written request to the office of University College, and then only for personal 
illness or transfer from the city by the student’s employer. The amount to 
be allowed will be computed from the date of the student’s written request, 
and ten percent of the fees will be charged for each week of the semester 
preceding the request. No allowance for absence will be made, except when 
due to illness certified by a physician. Failure to make satisfactory settlement 
of tuition charges bars a student from subsequent registration in any depart- 
ment in Washington University until all arrears have been paid. 

To students who have paid in full, refunds may be allowed only for the 
reasons indicated in the previous paragraph, and such refunds will be com- 
puted in the same manner as allowances described above. 

In no case is the University fee refundable. 


DEGREES CONFERRED BY UNIVERSITY COLLEGE 


1. Bachelor of Science in Education 
2. Bachelor of Science in Journalism 


University College confers the degree of Bachelor of Science in Education 
(for Elementary School Teachers, for Secondary School Teachers, for Teachers 
of Commercial Subjects, for Teachers of the Deaf, for Teachers of Art) and 
the degree of Bachelor of Science in Journalism, upon such students as have 
completed definitely outlined curricula prepared for these classifications. 

For full-time students the first two years, or pre-professional courses, of 
these curricula may be completed in the College of Liberal Arts, whereas the 
professional work is directly under the supervision of University College, in 
cooperation with the School of Business and Public Administration, the School 
of Fine Arts, the School of Architecture, and the Central Institute for the 
Deaf. 

For part-time students the work may be done entirely under the direction 
of University College, though in certain cases it may be necessary to complete 
a portion of the work in the Summer Session or even, in rare instances, in the 
regular day classes of the College of Liberal Arts. 

Complete information is available in the bulletin of June 20, 1934, which 
may be had on application to the Dean of University College. Opportunity for 
personal interview with the Dean is extended to all whose problems are such 
as to require careful examination and consultation. 


COURSES OFFERED BY UNIVERSITY COLLEGE PARALLELING COURSES 
IN OTHER SCHOOLS OF THE UNIVERSITY 


Courses jor Graduate Credit 


By action of the Board of Graduate Studies, graduates from recognized 
colleges are permitted to take certain courses in University College for which 
graduate credit may be granted to an aggregate not to exceed 8 units. Courses 
which carry graduate credit are designated by the Roman numeral VI in the 
description of the courses (see page 8). The eligibility of students for grad- 
uate credit in courses of this type must be passed upon in the usual manner 
by the officers of the School of Graduate Studies and by the head of the depart- 
ment in which the student wishes to major. 
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Students intending to enrol for graduate credit in the courses offered in 
University College should procure from its office a sheet of special instructions 
at least ten days before the opening of the session. They should also file with 
the Registrar as early as possible a transcript of credit from the institution 
from which they received their degree. 

Students working for graduate credit should consult the catalogue of the 
School of Graduate Studies in regard to procedure, requirements for degrees, 
and list of courses offered in that school. Copies may be obtained from G. W. 
Lamke, Registrar. 


Courses for Credit in the College of Liberal Arts 


Students are allowed toward an A.B. degree in the College of Liberal Arts 
a maximum of 60 units of credit earned in University College, subject to such 
other regulations as govern the degree.

Such 
selection is dependent on the student’s previous courses. 

The opportunity to begin work is not restricted to those who are ultimately 
to become candidates for the degree of Bachelor of Arts in the College of 
Liberal Arts, but is offered to those who are interested in the pre-professional 
courses, leading to degrees in Business, Social Work, Law, Nursing, Medicine, 
Journalism, Education. 


Courses for Credit in the Schools of Engineering and Architecture

Other courses offered in the evening may be applied for credit in the Schools 
of Engineering and Architecture, but the various curricula of those schools are 
so diverse that each student must arrange in advance for such credit with the 
Dean of these schools. In certain Engineering curricula a good portion of the 
work of the Sophomore Year is now offered in University College. 


Courses for Credit in the School of Business and 
Public Administration 
Students who have completed 60 units of accredited college work, including 


at least 6 units in Economics, may take the courses of the Junior Year in the 
evening classes of University College. 
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CERTIFICATES CONFERRED BY UNIVERSITY COLLEGE 


University College offers for properly qualified students certificates in 
certain special fields upon the completion of definitely outlined curricula. The 
list of courses required in each curriculum may be found in the bulletin of 
June 20, 1934. 

Registration is open to new students at this time, and proper adjustment 
of the curriculum to the student’s previous training will be made individually 
so far as that training and the requirements prescribed for the certificate will 
permit. 

The following is a list of these certificates, with a brief indication of the 
content of each. High school graduation is required for full admission. An 
average grade of “C” must be maintained by the student. 


Junior Collegiate Certificate 
Granted to students upon completion of 60 units of college work arranged 
in conformity with the first two years of the A.B. curriculum or one of the 
pre-professional curricula of the College of Liberal Arts. 
Certificate in General Business 
A three-year course planned to give students a well-rounded and adequate 
understanding of the elements of business. 
Certificate in Accounting 


For students desiring to become expert accountants or public accountants, 
and to prepare themselves for state examinations for the degree of Certified 
Public. Accountant. 

Certificate in Advertising 


A curriculum designed for those wishing to enter the advertising profession. 


Certificate in Real Estate 
A curriculum intended for office men and salesmen in real estate offices, as 
well as for property owners desiring an understanding of the principles and 
practices fundamental to property management. 
Certificate in Sales Management 
A curriculum for salesmen looking toward sales management. 


Certificate in Secretarial Studies 

For students desiring to prepare themselves for the duties involved in taking 

care of the office of a business executive. 
Certificate in Interior Decoration 

A curriculum planned for those desirous of becoming interior decorators or 

those wishing to fit themselves for executive positions in this field. 
Certificate in Architectural Draftsmanship 

For students desiring to pursue the study of architecture but who are un- 

able to take advantage of the full day curriculum. 
Certificate in Structural Design 

To serve the needs of those engaged in practical construction work whose 

advancement is limited by lack of sufficient training. 
Certificate in Electrical Engineering 


To serve the needs of those students who desire a broad theoretical knowl- 
edge of electrical engineering but are unable to take advantage of the complete 


day courses. 
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Certificates in (A) Heat Engineering (Steam and Gas) 
(B) Machine Design (C) Mechanical Engineering 


Curricula for those desiring training either in the theory of heat engineer- 
ing or in the mathematical and engineering fundamentals needed by the 
machine designer. 


PRE-COLLEGE COURSES

COURSES OF INSTRUCTION 


The following three types of courses are offered by University College dur- 
ing the second semester. 


1. Many courses began in the first semester and are now continuing. Wher- 
ever it is possible for new students to be admitted, this is indicated in the 
description. Usually such admission is based upon the consent of the instructor 
and is determined by the amount of preparation and experience a student has 
previously had in the same field. 


2. Other courses running throughout the year are not open to new students, 
and are so indicated. 


3. A number of courses have no first semester preceding them but begin at 
this time. Such courses are marked with an asterisk (*). Wherever special 
prerequisites are essential, these are stated in the description. 


Evening, Afternoon, and Saturday Courses are listed together. Evening 


Courses are designated by the letter “N” before the course number, e. g.; 


Afternoon Courses are designated by the letter “A” before the course 
number, e. g., A 11-2. Saturday Courses are designated by the letter “S” 
before the course number, e. g., S 16-48. 


The University reserves the right to withdraw courses or to modify them, 
as may seem wise.

asawhole. The major effort of the course will be a discussion of all the causal 
factors of unemployment in their historic and economic backgrounds. The 
course will consider in its conclusion reasonable suggestions for the ameliora- 
tion of these conditions. 

While the course will be under the direction of Mr. Leo McCarthy, Director 
of the Missouri Employment Service, it will include discussions and lectures by 

specialists in such fields as the technological factors in employment, the cyclical 

factors, both from the viewpoints of economics and finance, the questions con- 
cerning occupational surveys and guidance, and the contributions made by 
recent programs in Adult Education.

UNIVERSITY COLLEGE 


University College was created to coordinate and administer cer- 
tain educational functions involving two or more of the existing 
schools of the University. It continues the evening, afternoon, and 
Saturday morning classes originally under the direction of the Divi- 
sion of University Extension. With it is affiliated the Washington 
University Association. It publishes a quarterly known as the 
Adult Education Bulletin. It sponsors local conferences, and assists 
and cooperates with local groups and organizations desiring to 
formulate educational programs. It maintains a Speakers’ Bureau. 


I. For full-tume day students, University College offers curricula 
leading to the following degrees and recommends to the Corpora- 
tion of Washington University those candidates who have satisfied 
all the requirements: 


1. Bachelor of Science in Journalism 


2. Bachelor of Science in Education: 
a) For Teachers in the Elementary Schools 
b) For Teachers in the Secondary Schools 
c) For Teachers of Commercial Subjects 
d) For Teachers of the Deaf 
e) For Teachers and Supervisors of Art 


II. For part-time adult students (usually employed during the 
day) University College offers the following educational opportuni- 
ties: 


1. The same curricula leading to the same degrees (B.S.E. or 
B.S.J.) as are offered to full-time students. 


2. Courses which may be used by properly qualified students as 
partially fulfilling the requirements of the A.B., B.S., and A.M. 
degrees. 


3. Courses on the college level preparing students for admission 
to the professional schools of Business and Public Administration, 
Law, Medicine, Dentistry, Nursing, Journalism, and Education. 


4. Courses arranged in curricular combinations leading to Cer- 
tificates in Accounting, Advertising, Real Estate, Salesmanship, Sec- 
retarial Studies, Interior Decoration, Architectural Draftsmanship, 
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Structural Design, Electrical Engineering, Heat Engineering, and 
Machine Design. 


5. Courses which may be taken by adults for their own personal 
profit and satisfaction. 


6. Courses on a high school level enabling students to make up 
deficiencies in preparatory training. 


III. The Washington University Association in affiliation with 
University College offers each year a season of lectures from the 
middle of October to the middle of April. Membership in the Asso- 
ciation is four dollars and includes the admission of two persons 
to each lecture. Application for and payment of membership may 
be made to University College. 


IV. The Adult Education Bulletin, published quarterly by Uni- 
versity College, contains news of that division of the University 
and of events in the general field of Adult Education. This Bulle- 
tin is mailed free to all registered students and will be sent free 
upon request to any other persons interested. 


V. During the last year University College has sponsored an 
Industrial Conference. It has also assisted in the conduct of an 
Economic Conference and an Educational Conference held on the 
campus. It stands ready to confer with and assist various groups 
who may desire to develop an educational program in connection 
with their various organizations. Such consultation may be had 
through the Dean of University College and without obligation. 


VI. University College maintains a list of the faculty of Wash- 
ington University who are prepared to deliver lectures and ad- 
dresses at commencements, before literary societies, forums, par- 
ent-teacher groups, clubs of various types, and other organizations. 
It maintains a list also of those who are prepared to give readings, 
recitals, musical programs, and similar educational entertainments.

University College issues this supplementary announcement of 
courses for the second semester chiefly for the information of new 
students who wish to discover what courses are open to them at 
this time of the year. An effort is being made to provide a larger 
selection of courses for new students. It is realized that many 
who desired to enrol in the fall but were for a variety of reasons 
unable to do so may find it possible to begin their work now. Sev- 
eral first semester courses are therefore being repeated in the 
second semester, and numerous courses which began in the fall are 
open now to properly qualified persons. 

This catalogue includes a certain amount of information concern- 
ing the general organization and purpose of University College, 
but fuller information is contained in the bulletin, issued June 20, 
19338. Not only are these courses intended for adults desiring to 
round out some special phase of their education or to fit some 
particular business need, but they may be so selected as to lead 
over a period of years to certificates and degrees. Concerning these 
courses, please see information in the succeeding pages, or write 
to the Dean of University College. 

The general rules and regulations have been abbreviated as much 
as possible in order to conserve space. Students are advised, there- 
fore, to obtain full information from the office of University College 
on any doubtful points. Only enough information is given to indi- 
cate the main requirements. 


REGISTRATION 


Students will register in Room 126, Brookings Hall, the office 
of University College. 

The regular registration dates for the second semester are from 
Monday, January 22, to Saturday, February 3, 1934. Except on 
Saturdays, the office will be open from 9 a. m. to 5 p. m. daily, and 
from 7:15 to 9:30 p.m. The usual Saturday office hours are from 
9 to 12:30, but on Saturday, February 3, the office will be open 
from 9a.m.to5 p.m. Students wishing to register before Jan- 
uary 22 may do so between the hours of 9 a. m. and 5 p. m. any 
day except Saturday, when the office closes at 12:30; or any eve- 
ning, except Saturday, between the hours of 7:15 and 8:15. 
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FEES 


No registration is regarded as complete until the student has 
paid his tuition and other fees. These fees include: 

a. The University fee of $3.00 per semester. 

b. Tuition fees, which will be found in the description of each 
course. 

ce. Laboratory deposits and fees. 


Students are required to pay at the time of registration the 
University fee of $3.00, all laboratory deposits and fees, and not 
less than $5.00 of the course fees. This latter payment will be 
considered a partial payment on the course fees, provided the re- 
mainder is paid on or before February 16, 1934. 

Additional fees for candidates for degrees are: 

1. A matriculation fee of $10.00, payable in advance. 

2. A diploma fee of $3.00, payable one month before graduation. 

3. A moderate charge for proficiency tests or comprehensive exam- 
inations, where these are required. 


LATE REGISTRATION FEE 


Students registered in the first semester who fail to register for 
the second semester on or before February 3 will be charged a late 
registration fee of $3.00. The purpose of this late fee is to ensure 
the uninterrupted continuation of full-year courses. It is not for 
revenue, nor as a hardship to students. 


Students not registered in the first semester 1933-34 will not 
be charged a late fee. 


WITHDRAWAL AND REFUND 


No student withdrawing from ‘a course before making the final 
payment on his tuition will be released from the obligation of such 
payment except upon written request to the office of University 
College, and then only for personal illness or transfer from the city 
by the student’s employer. The amount to be allowed will be com- 
puted from the date of the student’s written request, and ten per- 
cent of the fees will be charged for each week of the semester pre- 
ceding the request. No allowance for absence will be made, except 
when due to illness certified by a physician. Failure to make satis- 
factory settlement of tuition charges bars a student from subse- 
quent registration in any department in Washington University 
until all arrears have been paid. 
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To students who have paid in full, refunds may be allowed only 
for the reasons indicated in the previous paragraph, and such re- 
funds will be computed in the same manner as allowances described 
above. 

In no case is the University fee refundable. 
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INFORMATION FOR STUDENTS DESIRING TO BEGIN 
WORK IN THE SECOND SEMESTER 


Each year many students who were not registered in the first 
semester indicate their wish to begin work in the middle of the 
year. It is possible and feasible to do this if the student will 
confer in advance with the Dean of University College, sending 
in advance or bringing with him transcripts indicating all educa- 
tion previously completed. This applies to all students who desire 
credit for their work, particularly if they expect to use such credit 
toward a certificate or degree in Washington University. Guidance 
and suggestion will be gladly given to all who are in any way in 
doubt concerning the correct procedure. 


1) Courses for Graduate Credit 

Graduates from recognized colleges are permitted to take certain 
courses in University College for which graduate credit may be 
granted to an aggregate not to exceed 8 units. Courses which 
carry graduate credit are designated by the Roman numeral VI 
in the description of the courses. The eligibility of students for 
graduate credit in courses of this type must be passed upon in 
the usual manner by the officers of the School of Graduate Studies 
and by the head of the department in which the student wishes 
to major. 

2) Degrees Conferred by University College 

a) Bachelor of Science in Education. 

b) Bachelor of Science in Journalism. 

University College confers the degree of Bachelor of Science in 
Education (for Elementary School Teachers, for Secondary School 
Teachers, for Teachers of Commercial Subjects, for Teachers of 
the Deaf, for Teachers of Art) and the degree of Bachelor of 
Science in Journalism, upon such students as have completed defi- 
nitely outlined curricula prepared for these classifications. 

For full-time students the first two years, or pre-professional 
courses, of these curricula may be completed in the College of Lib- 
eral Arts, while the professional work is directly under the super- 
vision of University College, in cooperation with the School of 
Business and Public Administration, the School of Fine Arts, the 
School of Architecture, and the Central Institute for the Deaf. 

For part-time students the work may be done entirely under 
the direction of University College, though in certain cases it may 
be necessary to complete a portion of the work in the Summer 
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Session or even, in rare instances, in the regular day classes of 
the College of Liberal Arts. 

Complete information is available in the bulletin of June 20, 
1933, which may be had on application to the Dean of University 
College. Opportunity for personal interview with the Dean is ex- 
tended to all whose problems are such as to require careful ex- 
amination and consultation.

Dean of those schools. 

Information concerning architectural courses may be had upon 
request to the office of University College. 


5) Courses for Credit in the School of Business and 
Public Administration 

Students who have completed 60 units of accredited college work, 
including at least 6 units in Economics, may take the courses of 
the Junior Year in the evening classes of University College. At 
present only a portion of some of these courses is announced, but 
additional provision will be made as demanded by increasing needs. 
It is requested that those interested consult either with the Dean 
of the School of Business and Public Administration or with the 
Dean of University College. 


6) Certificates in University College 


University College offers for properly qualified students certi- 
ficates in certain special fields upon the completion of definitely 
outlined curricula. The list of courses required in each curriculum 
may be had upon request from the office of University College. 

Registration is open to new students at this time, and proper 
adjustment of the curriculum to the student’s previous training 
will be made individually so far as that training and the require- 
ments prescribed for the certificate will permit. 

The following is a list of these certificates, with a brief indica- 
tion of the content of each. High school graduation is required 
for full admission. An average grade of ‘‘C’”’ must be maintained 
by the student. 


a) Junior Collegiate Certificate. 


Granted to students upon completion of 60 units of college work 
arranged in conformity with the first two years of the A. B. cur- 
riculum or one of the pre-professional curricula of the College of 
Liberal Arts. 


b) Certificate in General Business. 

A three-year course planned to give students a well-rounded and 
adequate understanding of the elements of business. 

c) Certificate in Accounting. 


For students desiring to become expert accountants or public ac- 
countants, and to prepare themselves for state examinations for 
the degree of Certified Public Accountant. 
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d) Certificate in Advertising. 

A curriculum offered under the joint auspices of University Col- 
lege and the Educational Committee of the Advertising Club of 
Saint Louis. 

e) Certificate in Real Estate. 


A curriculum intended for office men and salesmen in real estate 
offices, as well as for property owners desiring an understanding 
of the principles and practices fundamental to property manage- 
ment. 


f) Certificate in Sales Management. 
A curriculum for salesmen looking toward sales management. 
g) Certificate in Secretarial Studies. 
For students desiring to prepare themselves for the duties in- 
volved in taking care of the office of a business executive. 
h) Certificate in Interior Decoration. 


A curriculum planned for those desirous of becoming interior 
decorators or those wishing to fit themselves for executive posi- 
tions in this field. 


i) Certificate in Architectural Draftsmanship. 

For students desiring to pursue the study of architecture but 
who are unable to take advantage of the full day curriculum. 

j) Certificate in Structural Design. 

To serve the needs of those engaged in practical construction 
work whose advancement is limited by lack of sufficient training. 

k) Certificate in Electrical Engineering. 


To serve the needs of those students who desire a broad theoreti- 
cal knowledge of electrical engineering but are unable to take ad- 
vantage of the complete day courses. 


1) Certificate in (A) Heat Engineering. 
(B) Machine Design. 
Curricula for those desiring training either in the theory of heat 
engineering or in the mathematical and engineering fundamen- 
tals needed by the machine designer.
